Background & Training

When you express an interest to become
involved in the Concerned Reliable Citizens
Program, you will be contacted by a member of
the Lynchburg Police Department. This officer
will ask you a few simple background questions
that establish your law-abiding interest in your
neighborhood; how long have you lived in the
neighborhood, why are you willing to help, etc.
Then members of the Police Department and the
Lynchburg Commonwealth’s Attorney’s Office
will hold a short, hour-long training session on
drug recognition, what drug deals look like and

how to keep an accurate log of drug activity.
Providing Confidential Information

Once you have gone through the training
program, you will be assigned a code name.
When you see drug activity taking place in your
neighborhood, you will be able to call 911, tell
them your code name, and provide a detailed
summary of what you are watching. The
dispatcher will contact an available officer who
can respond and act on your
complaint. If an arrest is made,
the Commonwealth’s Attorney’s
Office will take it from there,
representing your neighborhood
